for the A nur of His Majeſty, and Advan age of thu Nation. 
It « true Hus Majeſties Naval Forces have three times en-

The Naval Forces of His Mas 
jeſty of Great Britain united with the French Fleet , has 
vinz three rimes envaped the Putch, ewice within their 
own Sands , and the laſt Engagement the 11% of Auguſt, 
15973.inforced them into their Harbors, Sinds and Crecksz 
ſoundly beaten, ſhacrered,8& torn, ſome of their beſt Ships 
ſunk, others ſo diſabled, that they were inforced by pure 
neceility ro ſteal home under*the curtain of the night; (o 
that. they have had no cauſe ro publiſh a day of Tharks- 
giving for their Victory or Viftories z but as judicious ar d 
wiſe men (ay, and with more probability of truth, char 
their days of Thanhygiving were celebrated, rot for Vito » 
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: A trologica#f udgment-. 
ries obraintd againſt the Fngliſh and French, but for their 
Deliverance from their rwo Majeſties Forces in all the 


three Fights : with as good reaſon might they therefore, 


have appointed a day ot Tharbegivirg for the taking of 
Maſtriecht . and loſs of four Eaſt India Ships, 

Denmaih and Sweden 3t preſent enjoy Peace, God long 
Eonrinue it. The Spaniard, fearful of his Majeſty of 
France his many ſucceſſes ſo near his Provinces , hot vn- 
dechand and manifeſtly afliſts the Purch with all the aſt 
ſtance he can well ſpare. The Elc@or of Brandenbuwg 
having alſi'ed the Hogens againſt France, p:reeiving his 
errour, hath made his peace with his moſt Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, is now quier, and leaves rhe Darch ro their wn ap- 
parent m:4fortunes : an happy Prince he was in fo doing, 
and more happy had he been, if he had never joyned 
with them at all. The Polander ſurmiſing, and not with-

or had beginning in or near 1692, or ſome years before ; 
We ſay, theſe miraculous Aﬀions may deſerve a ſhore Me- 
morial, as near as we can diſcover, from what prodigious 
Comer or Comets, cr other Secondary Cauſes theſe Muta- 
tions might have a beginning , which may in rime diſore 
der the general Aﬀairs of Europe, it nor prove very formi- 
dable to the mott parr of the habitable World, 

k is not unknown to the | earned,rhac mn ti;c year 1652, 
new Star appeared in Caſſiopera about rhe 10® of Novem- 
ber, ſome write looner, wiz. about the 20® of Offober : 
ſuch an one as no Age preceding had obſerved the like, 
For as the Learned of that time ſay, It appeared ſudden- 
ly from the very beginning of an equal magnitude, con- 
trary to the firſt appearance of al! Comers, Ir was clear 
and bright ak the rime of its appearance, ſparkling or 
twinkling, as the Planets do. Its place, in reſpeR of the 
Primum Mobile , was exactly in the beginning of Artes, 
ſome ſay about the middle thereof. Ir remained in its 
ſear or place without Motion all the time of its cogfffinu- 
ance, which was above one whole year. As ro thE de- 
pree of the Zodiach, itwasin 6 degrees of Taurms, and 
ſome minures : in greatneſs, it exceeded the fixed 
Stars of the firſt Magnitude, and ſeemed for the molt parr 
ro be equal unro Fupiter, Thus Appranu in his Letter to 
the Landgrave of Heſſen, concluding with this Predi&ion 
or Judgment— Bellum, Magnornin Potentium mortes, mira- 
biles Regnorum oy Politiarum mutationes— at quo diutins 
viſi fuer unt, (f magis fixi marſerint C at ille de quo agimmw 
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0 vehementiores fore effeIus, ſeq; in aliquot ſequentes an- 
nos extendere ſolent 5 viz. This new Star porterds War, 
the death of great Perſons , wonderful alterations of 
Kingdoms, Government of Cities or Commonwealrhs ; 8 
by how much the longer theſe like new Stars are viſible 
ana more fixed (as this new Star of which we wz#te) lo, 
thereby they raanifeſt the more continued effe&s,and are 
wont co operate afrer ſome Series of time, or many years 
after their firſt appearance : Bur we will come to mention 
thoſe ſolid judgments of the incomparable Tycho, who 
herein exceeded all that ever wrote of this New Stars 
fipnifications. Ir cannor be doubted , but that this New 
Star was of purpoſe created, for manifeſtation of furure 
events unto the World, which were to be viſible in i's 
due time; for Non ftkatuendum «/t, Deum (4 Naturam tali- 
bus noviter formatis corporibus, inaniter ludere, nihilqy pr - 
ſagii mundo oftendere: We muſt not.imagine, that God 
and Nature do in vain create ſuch new Bodies, or to play 
withal, and to have no preſage of the things of this 
World; ir was apparently viſible almoſt all over the 
World, and continued fixed all the time of irs ap- 
pearance, which may well occaſion all the Inhabitants 
of every Nationto believe; that the Portents and things 
fiynified by ic, would be long ere they manifeſted them- 
ſelves upon Earth; therefore fith its now ore hundred 
years ſince its manifeſtation, we may expect ſome begin- 
ning of rhoſe mutations ir was the Prodremus of , but nor 
rig dereminario of rhem tor mary years, yet ſub- 
ſeqp#nr; for as we do nor read inany Auth'r of the Pro- 
dudtio» of ſuch a Star, of of (ſuch continuance ab origine 
mundi, viz. from the beginning of rhe World 3, fo it inuſt 
certainly be the Portent of ſuch miraculous Accidents as 
Mankind hath not ver heen acquainted with ;z of which 
Judgment the learned Tycho was : Sic ettam , nunc preci- 
pram quandam, (fy maximam adminiſtrationum politicarum 
inn vationem ſubſequentibus ſgealis ingruere, Yo allo now, 
Fhis n{w Star portends a fingular and very great innovae

tion in the adminiſtration of Political matrers, in the ſub- 
ſequent Ages or Times. And he gives his Judgment 
wherefore this new Star ſhould manifeſt ſuch tranſcen- 
dent Ations— Quemadmdum erim flella hec rariſſimum 
exhibuit miraculum, Cy preter omnium hominum expettatio- 
nem, quaſi ex improviſo celitss exſtabat z, ſic quogz rariſſimos 
dF ingentes atq; improviſ"s effetts habiturum. For even 
as this New Star did exhibit a moſt rare and unuſual Mi- 
racle ſuddenly , even beyond the expeRacion of all men 
or Mankind, when it appeared in the Heavens ; ſo allo ir 
is very probable, it ſhall have unexpeed, rare, and moſt 
unlooked for events, mighty in eftc&ts and opcration, to 
the great aſtoniſhment of choſe who then ſhall be Spe&Za- 
tors, thereof, And as it was in a manner conſpicuous to 
all the habirable parrs of the Earth , being placed in the 
eight Sphere above all the Orb of the Planets, ſo it did 
nor include any one part of the Earth; Sed patires ejus 
ſuperficiem, omniaqz terreſtrs mund1 Regna ſuis decretis <—. 
but rather all its ſuperficies, or even the very outſides of 
the Earth were to he concerned in its effe&s, as well as 
the internal parts which are moſt inhabired, or have been 
formerly, all Kingdoms in due time ſhall be ſenſible of its 
decrees; and thoſe to continue for many years, or a long 
ſpace : which although they were to he manif- fied ſlow- 
ly, and after many years, or fone Ages, yet ſhall rhoſe 
determinations be cfte&.ve, Diururniores magiſy; corftan- 
tes, of longer continuation,a'id more conſtant : Why may 
we nor attribute the lubverſion of the China Empire*hy 
the Turtqrs, Anno 1645. to have been hereby prefignifi= 
ed, being rhe moſt ancient and of rhe longeft continuance 
of any Empire ever was in the Werld ? tor the Chinors do 
affirm, they have Records for ſome thouſand years be- 
fore other Mations, and they lay, that their years conſiſt 
of Solar ye:rs , viz. one of their years conſiſting of an 
Ecliprical Revolution of the Sun, wiz, 36s days and 
ſome hours, being rhe ſame with us in Zyrope : but ſith 
the Feſui:s, who now live in Cfyna, do nor find amongſt

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them any able or learned Mathematicians, we may queſti- 
on their Epoche concerning either rhe beginning or conti- 
nuance of that Empire. We hope God almighty will fo 
preſerve thoſe Regions of Europe bordering upon the Tar- 
rars,thar they ſhall nor conquer, or over run by them:and 
ſer up their barbarovs Trophres im any part thereof. Bur 
this by way of digreſſion : We further fay, and da$proba- 
bly conjefture accerding to the acute and ſharp Judgn.ent 
of Tycho and many orh:r Learncd men; upon this new 
Star, thar whenirs eff-&s hegin ro operate ( as for theſe 
two laſt years, or ſomething ſooner they have done, and 
for many ſubſequent years will continne) that afrer many 
ſharp Wars had, an determineq or ended, that then rhe 
World ſhall and and enjoy quierneſs, fuch as yer hath,nor 
been in any Age: Factficum quoddam tf concors ſecuſum 
aliquandin futurum , a moiſt peaccable and quiet Age or 
World ſhall be in all parts of the Earth : In qu» Politica- 
rum adminiſtrationum (4 var ietatis religionum rumultuaris 
cinfuſimes tranſmut abuntur, (4 ad divine voluntatrs confor- 
miorem Anal giam adaptabuntur. When the fulneſs of 
time is come, and rheſe fierce Wars are ended . and 
theſe many conflits derermined , in all or moſt Nations, 
then ſhall enſuc a peaceful ard harmonious World, in 
which the tumuſtuary confufions in,Polirick and Religious 
adminiſtgations ſhall he charged, or quire alrered, and be 
firred to a more conform Anal:gre of the Divine Will or 
Trpth. God grant this in ſew years. 

If any wonder or cavil at rhe lengrh of rime , or the 
many years ſince th's new Star appeared, that no preater 
Murarions have Heen , or ſuch as the ſuhverſion of King- 
dams, Torenes, and Drgnities, &c. lex them well conſider,
